An ABBYSSINIAN ENTERTAINMENT. 


(From Bruces Trawels ) 
A Long ‘table is fet in the middle of a large 


room, and benches befide it for a number 
of guefts who are invited. A cow or a bull, one 
or more,’ as the company is numerous, is bronght 
clofe to the dcr, and his feet ftrongly tied. _ “The 
fkin that hanss down ander his throat, is cut only 
fo deep as to arrive at the fat, of which it totally 
‘confills; and bythe feparation of a few {rnall blood 
veffels, fix or feven drops of blood only fall to the 
ground. T'wo or more of them fall to work on 
the back of the beaft,and each fide of the {pine they 
cut fkin deep ; then putting their fingers between 
the fieth and the tkin, they begin to ftrip the hide 
“of the animal half way down his ribs, and fo on to 
the buttock, cutting the fkin wherever it hinders 
them commodioufly to ttrip- the poor animal bare. 
All the flefly of the buttocks is cut off thus, and in 
folid fquare pieces, without bones & mach effuli- 
on of blood; and the prodigious noife the crea- 
ture makes is a fignal for the company to fet down 
to tabiec. 

‘There are then laid before every gueft, inftead 
of plates round cakes. Three or four of thele 
cakes are generally put uppermoft for the food of 
the perfon oppofite to whole feat they are placed. 
Beneath theieare foar or five of ordinary bread, 

-and’of a blackith kind. - This ferves the matter.to 


wipe his fingers upoo, and afterwards the fervangy

Two or three fervents then come, each with a 
{quare piece of beef on thetr bare hands, laying it 
upon the cakes of teffe, placed like difhes down the 
table, without cloth or any thing elfe beneath them.

they put to all fortsof ufes during toe times of war. 
The women have {mill clatp kaives, fuch as are 
generally fold for three pence. ‘

“cutea thin piece, which would be thought a good 
beef-fteak im Kngland, while you fee the ficres 
yet perfedtiy Giikinect and alive in the fieth. No 
man, of any faihion whatever, feeds bimlelf, or 
touches hisown meat. The women take the fleak 
and cat it lengthways like itrings, about the thick- 
nefs of your little finger, then croisways into 
fquare piecs, fomething {maller than dice. This 


they lay ufor tefte bread, ftrongly pewdered with 


black pepper or Cayenne pepper, and foffile tale; 
‘they then wrap it up in the tetie bread like car- 
_ tridge. In the mean time,the man having put up 
» his knife, with each hand reiting upon. his nvigh- 
“boar’s knee, his body ftooping, his head lorward 
and low, and his mouth wide open, very like an 
jdeot, turns to the one whoie eartricge is firit rea- 
dy, who ftoffs the whole of it in his mouth, which 
js fo fll that he is in conftant danger of being 
choaked. This is a mark of grandeur. The great- 
‘er the man would feem to be, the larger piece he 
takes takes in his mouth; and the more noiie he 
makesin chewing it, the more polite he is thougnt 
to be» They have indeed a proverb that fays, 
** Beooars and thievesonly eat without making a 
noife.”” Having difnatched this moriel, which. he 
does very expoditioutly, his nexc female neighbe ar 
trolds fort another catrtdge, which goes the faine 
“ wry, ao? io on ontil he is fatisied. He never 


se drieks til fe bas foithed eating ; and before he 


begins, in gratitude to the fair ones that-fed hia,

form; each of his neighbours open their mouths
